$1.6 million a year. 

“The Chinese_ community stil 
has the worst health problems in 
the city ”said a spokesman for 
the group. As an example，the 
goup cited the tuberculosis rate， 
which is three times the city averT- 
age.

On July 12, Dr. Tsin-nin Lee, NEMS clinic physician， was 
dismissed and the Imrmigration Department was notified of 
the dismissal. Two days later he was ordered by the immil- 
gration office to leave the country-.

TWA Captain William A. Dixon co-captained the first U.S. commercial airliner into the People'“s Republic of 
China in 23 years, carrying television staff and equipment in advance of President Nixon'“s journey there in 
February. Captain Dixon piloted a second flight into China March 2-3 to pick up passengers and equipment 
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for return to the U.S. On that second trip (Los Aphgeles-Honolulu-Guam-Shanghai-Peking), he logged his 
observations not only as a pilot, but also as a tourist. The diary opens at take-off from Shanghai, en route 


to Peking. 


Bicycles and buses in great number;

get the feeling this was a city of seven 
million people. - 

The drivers honked horns almost 
continuously. Each of our cars carried 
a_ sign on the windshield; obviously 
carried lots of“clout.”Traffic scooted 
for the sidelines when drivers、saw

In the countryside we passed many 
two-wheeled, rubber-tired carts drawn 
by donkeys or horses, The driver usu- 
ally wajlked alongside carrying a long 
rope whip. Noticed definite Mongol 
characteristics in many of these peo- 
ple， The carts，some four-wheeled， 
were loaded mainly with stone and 
sand, headed for construction projects 
in Peking，. 

A_ dominant impression 一 everyone 
has a task. Examples: A party of 12 
women digging in a field; two women 
wearing wind masks，sweeping stones 
from the shoulder of our highway. Al 
stopped and stared as we drove by, a 
common reaction to our cavalcade. 

The highway to the Great Wall be- 
came narrower，wWith many curves，as 
we _ neared our destination 60 miles 
from 了 Peking， Saw two trains，one 
steam and one diesel. 

Saw no golf courses，tennis courts， 
green lawns，swWimming pools，or sub- 
Urban towns，Very few tractors，bnut 
this may be because of the time of 
year， 再 ouses Were 记 groups，SuUr- 
rounded by walls and blended into the 
landscape. Construction almost uni- 
formly brownish brick and stone. 
Windbreaks of cornstalks were in wide 
use，]argely to protect garden plots. 


The Great Wall 

Caught our first exciting sight of the 
Wall some five miles away. Every bit 
the spectacle we expected. The Wall 
ip this area was rebuilt during the 
Ming Dynasty and is in magnificent 
repair. It was suggested we WwWear 
rubber-soled shoes we had them， 
since the stones are smooth and the 
climb along the top is steep in places. 
The width at the top of the Wall is 
approximately 20 feet，with pazapets 
facing potential enemy. 


“It's ”Chinese legend,” Mr， Lee- 


joked, “that no man can be a hero 
unjless he has seen the Great Wall.” 


“You can now go home,”he laughed，

Ming Tombs 
We left the Wall and drove to Ming 
Dynasty Tombs (1403-1620]， There 
are 13 tombs; only one excavated， 

“Why aren't more tombs opened?” 
I asked Mr. Lee. 

“We']l leave that to further genera- 
tions,” he replied. “We know from 
drawings and papers that they are 
all essentially alike; we need the labor 
on more vital projects.” 

Huge _ granite _ elephants， tigers， 
camels and other animals were placed 
along the road to_ guard the tombs. 

Temple buildings and a lovely park 
SuUrround the open tomb，which was 
tunneled into a hill. It contains huge 
Vaujlted chambers for the royal cof- 
fins. Each chamber was protected by 
a keystone，which， 这 improperly re- 
moved，would cause the archway to 
collapse on intruders. 


The People 

Witnessed many workers walking 
home from fields;， men and women 
carrying spades，rakes and hoes over 
their shoulders. 

Children，we were told，start school 
at age 6 and attend six days a week. 

All the women wore pants and 
jackets， Never saw a skirt or dress. 
Most amazing to us is that women ip 
large_ cities are forbidden by law to 
marry until age 26. Men cannot marTry 
until 28，We guessed this restriction 
was to discourage movement fom 
rural areas to cities. 

It is difficult for young men and 
Women to meet socially，an interpre- 
ter revealed，except at_ universities. 
Couples go to plays，movies and for 
walks for entertainment.

The industrialization of an un- 
derdeveloped country can never get off the 外 ound 计 
her domestic market is flooded with cheaper and more 
more attractive merchandise forcibly borught in by 
the industrially more advanced countries, as was the 
case of pre-revolution China. The People's Republic of 
of China will most certainly welcome trade with other 
nations; but she will be a very selective buyer and will 
insist on balance of trade. Imported consumer goods 
will be low on her list, while heavy machineries, trans- 
portation and scientific research equipment will have 
the highest priority. She will buy only those items 
that will help her further industrialization at'an eVen 
faster pace. It would be wise for American entre- 
preneurs to keep in mind that in the not too distant 
future, China will be competing with them in selling 
her own finished industrial and farm products to the 
world, instead of being a dumping 和 处 ound for foreign 
goods as she was in the past. 

In spite of the efforts by both governments to im- 
prove the relations between OUT two' countries, there 
are still certain elements in the United States，a mi- 
:214ority to be sure, who oppose any such rapproche- 
ment。 Granted, twenty years of hostility cannot be 
wiped out overnighti; there are bound to be doubts， 
skepticism, and reluctance on both sides。 But at least 
we can try on a gadual scale，Mr. Nixon may be a 
shrewd politician; but, at least in my mind, he did not 
go to Peking solely for his own personal political gains.

Among the many controversial issures raised by the

columnist Mr. William Buckley commands the spot- 
light. 开 seems to me that Mr. Buckley has nothing 
good whatsoever to say about the People's Republic 
of China。But, of course, I do not seriously expect 
him to understand the people of that alien commtu- 
nist country who do not even know the difference 
between Kentucky bourbon and Tennessee Sour mash.: 

What I cannot understand is Mr. Buckley's reason- 
ing on the Taiwan issue， If he considers Taiwan not 
a part of Chinese territory, then he is arguing against

The Chinese discovered Taiwan in the 7th century， 
but did not begin to settle there en mass until early 
17th century, even though it was made a part of Fu- 
kien Province in 1683. In 1886, Taiwan was officially

Tai-chung and a temporary capital at Taipei which, in 
1894, became the legal capital. The following year， 
1895, Japan seized the island from China by force， In 
1943, the Cairo Agreement, duly signed by the heads 
of the governments of the United States, the Great 
Britain and China, who once again solemnjly declared 
that Taiwan was to be returned to China.。 It was ac-

My 
point, however, is that in expressing our opinions, we 
should try to be objective and constructive, ,especially 
on issues upon which the interests of so many， and 
possibly even war and peacey, rest.

They are capable of love and 
compassion just as we are。Bnut, if necessaryi they 
will fight and die to defend the honor and interest 
of their country, also just as we will，For the first 
time in the last hundred years, China has found her- 
self. She is still not so sure of her steps。 She still 
looks at the outside world with suspicious eyes。 She 
has not yet forgotten the pains and sufferings of past 
defeats and humiliation. It will take time to heal her 
wounds， 


But change she will. At present, there is 
an Overwhelming uniting force which binds her peo- 
Ple together as they march in unison toward a com- 
Ion goal. Only after that goal has been reached, on- 
ly after China has become confident of herself， will 
there-emerge a renaissance of diversified individual 
fulfillments。 We can help to make that day come 
sooner; we can also hinder, obstruct, like we did, to 
delay its arrival. But regardless what we do, or not 
do, China's destiny lies in the hands of her own peo- 
ple, not ours， They seem to know whom they are， 
and where they are going. It would do us good to 
Search our sould so that we too, may know whom 
we are and where we are going.
